Merchants Bid Farewell to Gov- 
ernor General Wood— 
Palma's Message 

Is Ready,

HAVANA, May 18.—Havana tonight is 
celebrating the advent of the new republic. 
The city is ablaze with fireworks and illu- 
minations. The streets are filled with peo- 
ple. Bands are playing the Cuban national 
air and The Star-Spangled Banner.” Mas- 
querade balls are in progress, and the drive- 
Ways are filled with open carriages, 

The merchants of Havana this evening 
bade farewell to Governor General Wood. 
They marched to the palace with bands of 
music, and for an hour passed before him, 
shaking his hand and showering compli- 
ments uponhim. Their expressions of regret 
over his departure were sincere. 


Dinner to General Wood. 


Later in the evening the commercial bodies 
gave a dinner to the Governor General. 

Both General and Mrs. Wood, as well as 
the American officers generally, have been 
‘the recipients of many evidences of the high 
esteem in which they are held. The Cabinet 
presented General Wood with a gold watch. 
suitably inscribed, and the ladies of Havana 
gave Mrs. Wood a silver service; but these 


are only a few of the gifts bestowed upon 
them. 

The festivities in celebration of the change 
of gqvernment became general all over the 
island today. In almost every town and vil- 
lage an elaborate program of popular re- 
joicing had been arranged. 

Sunday here, as in all Spanish countries, 
is not given over altogether to religious ob- 
servances, but is largely a holiday devoted 
to recreation and amusement. 


Gala Day in Havana. 


The day began in Havana with appro- 
priate services held in the churches early 
this morning. High mass was celebrated 
by the Archbishop in the cathedral, but after 
midday the Whole city gave itself up to 
frivolity. Games and amusement of all kinds 
were provided, the theaters were open, and 
there were horse races, baseball games, a 
circus performance, and even an alleged bull 
fight. | 


Havana Ablaze at Night. 
But it was not until the sun had set that 
the gayety reached its climax. Then Havang | 
Was turned into a fairy city,.wit! light an 
animation everywhere. The plazas glowed 
with myriad colored globes, the streets were 


ody from bands stationed at various points, 

The cafés and restaurants are alive with 
people, and on the Prado, the fashionable 
adtiveway to the ocean front, are moving 
streams of pedestrians and carriages. 

Two big masquerade balls, given by lower- 
class Spanish clubs, are in progress and sev- 
eral thousand persons are present at each, 
making merry to the rhythm of old Spanish 
music. Pyrotechnic displays arise from 
time to time above the city, and it almost 
seems as if the old glory of Havana had re- 
turned. 


Last American Collection. 

A collection of receipts under the American 
regime closed last night. Full reports are not 
in from all parts of the island, but the indi- 
cations now are that Governor General Wood 
will leave in the treasury about $400,000, 

It was erroneously announced last night 
that counsel for Estes G. Rathbone, who was 
convicted of complicity in the Cuban postal 
frauds, had filed a petition for a new trial 
under the amended procedure order issued 
by Secretary of War Root, which was re- 
ceived here yesterday. It transpires that 
Rathbone’s attorney only filed a petition to 
secure the retention of the records and wit- 
ne here, so that he might be able to in- 
troduce new evidence. General Wood has 
decided to ignore the demand. He says the 
witnesses are allin the army or government 
service and can be ordered here, if necessary, 
after their return to the United States. 


Wood’s Last Official Acts. 

An order has been issued at the request of 
President-elect Palma separating the De- 
partment of Government from the State de- 
partment and joining the latter with the De- 
partment of Justice. 

Another order forbids the garnisheeing of 
salaries, which has hitherto been allowed by 
law to the extent of 33 per cent in the case of 
municipal and state employés. This law gave 
rise to abuses. 

General Wood has published a lengthy or- 
der providing for sanitation in Havana, and 
appointing a board of five members to en- 
force the same. N 

Alejandro Gonzales, secretary to General 
Wood, has been appointed Assistant Audi- 
tor of thé island. 

A farewell banquet has been given to Col- 
lector of Customs Bliss by the Produce Ex- 
change and prominent merchants of Havana. 


Palma at Work on Message.

PLOT ON ALFONSO'S LIFE. 


ANARCHIST CONFESSES INTENT To 
THROW DYNAMITE AT KING. 


Madrid Police Arrest Gabriel Lopes and 
Fifteen Conspirators, Who Admit a 
Plan to Assassinate the Boy Mon- 
arch on Saturday as His Carriage 
Passed Through a Narrow Street— 
Discovery of the Project Made Fri- 
day Night) in Time to Frustrate It. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MADRID, May 18.—Gabriel Lopez and 
fifteen other Anarchists are under arrest, 
accused of plotting to assassinate King Al- 
fonso. 

In the rooms occupied by Lopez nine dyna- 
mite cartridges were found. 


Leader in Plot Confesses. 


Lopez has confessed that he had been or- 
dered to throw the dynamite under the 
King's carriage yesterday as it passed 
through a narrow street, Carrera de San 
Jeronimo, through which the royal proces- 
passed. 

The plot was discovered and the arrests 
made late Friday night. 

Lopez saye only his arrest prevented the 
death of the King, as he intended to carry 


Hut the orders of his superiors, 


All Notorious Anarchists. 

The sixteen men so far under arrest are 
all Spaniards and include some of the best 
known Anarchists in Madrid. Lopez is an 
insurance clerk, The other prisoners in- 
clude six medical students, a carpenter, a 
mason, and a printer. Other arrests will 
be made. 

The discovery of the plot and the arrests 
have created the wildest excitement in 
Madrid. 

The police have had an inkling of an an- 
archistic plot against the King since last 
March, and in April they discovered an an- 
archistic meeting place in a fashionable 
quarter of Madrid. 

Three Andalusian Anarchists arrived here 
on May 2 and were arrested shortly after 
their arrival. 

After these arrests it was learned that 
Gabriel Lopez, a doorkeeper of an assur- 
ance company situated in the Carrera San 
Geronimo, on the route of yesterday's royal 
procession, and near the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, had a number of cartridges, believed 
to be of dynamite, in his possession. He was 
arrested at 3 o'clock on Saturday morning. 


Lopez Accuses Suarez. 

Lopez was examined before a magistrate 
this morning and declared that the man who 
gave him the cartridges and told him to 
throw them as the royal coach passed was 
Francisco Suarez. 

Suarez is notorious for the part he played 
in an attempted outrage upon the late 
Canovas del Castillo seven years ago, when 
he accompanied an Anarchist named Ruiz, 
who intended to explode a bomb in Canovas 
del Castillo’s garden. The bomb exploded 
prematurely, Ruiz was killed, and Suarez 
was badly injured. He was committed to 
prison for seven years and has only recently 
been liberated. Lopez was confronted yes- 
terday with Suarez and accused the latter 
with giving him the dynamite cartridges. 
This Suarez denied, and both men are de- 

King’s First Proclamation. 

King Alfonso’s first proclamation was pub - 
lished today in the Official Gazette. It de- 
clares that, though lacking experience for his 
serious responsibilities, so great is his desire 
to respond to the country’s aspirations and 
his intention to live ever in touch with the 
people, that he hopes to receive from their 
inspiration what only time would otherwise 
teach. His Majesty asks all Spaniards to 
give him their confidence, and he promises in 
return to consecrate his life to his country. 


Address to Army and Navy. 

The King, through the Minister of War, 
has sent a message to the army and navy 
as the representatives of Spain’s military 
glories and national greatness. . 

In assuming command of the army and 


navy, King Alfonso said: 


At the moment I, myself. assume com- 
mand of the army and navy, I perform a 
duty that fills me with great satisfaction. 
As King, as General, as a Spaniard, and as 
your fellow citizen, I salute you. Valor, 
courage, energy, perseverance, discipline, 
patriotism—you have all of these. For the 
welfare and prosperity of the country, I shall 
live quite close to you and always be with 
you in moments of peril. History willspeak 
of me when it deals with you. Always do 
your duty for the greatest splendor of the 
nation and you may reckon upon the affec- 
tion of your King. , 

Sunday Gayety in Madrid. 

The unusual event of two bull fights in one 
day was witnessed today. One fight was 
held this morning and the other this after- 
noon, and the Plaza de Toros were filled each 
time. . 

The court and the diplomatic representa- 
tives here attended the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of the first monument to King 
Alfonso XII, the father of the present King, 
in the Buen Retiro Gardens at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon. The ceremony was performed by 
King Alfonso XIII. 

A gala performance of “ Don Juan” atthe 
Royal Theater was given tonight. It was 
the proposed production of this foreign 
opera, by a cast almost exclusively foreign, 
that caused the Society of Dramatic Authors 
to send a circular to all the theaters in Spain 
prohibiting them from giving performances 
yesterday. 

Madrid was generally illuminated tonight, 
and fireworks were witnessed from different 
points of the city. 


CHICAGO HAS A HOT DAY 
AND OTHERS ARE IN STORE. 


Mercury Mounts to 86 and the Crowds 
Make a Rush for the Lake Front and 
the Parks. 


Chicago had a summer Sunday yesterday 
and shirt waists with elbow sleeves and 
lightweight underwear were boomed oc- 
cordingly. Much the same conditions are 
likely to prevail during the greater part of 
this week, says the weather forecaster, and 
when the wave has passed it will be so near 
the regular time for summer that the 
weather is likely to remain hot. 

The day started in with a brisk thunder 
shower at sunrise, which sent the mercury 
down to 61, with a lake wind. Then the 
sun grew warm and the upward climb wasa 
steady one until 86 was recorded at 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon.

WOUNDED MAN A MYSTERY 


JAMES RYAN FOUND NEAR CALU- 
MET RIVER BADLY HURT. 


TOWN IN RUINS; 
57 ARE KILLED. 


Goliad, Texas, Is Partly De- 
stroyed by a Cyclone and 
Fatalities in Residence 
Section Heavy. 


Police Discover and Arrest Four Men 
in Woods Upon Information from 
Boy — Victim Has Four Gunshot 
Wounds and, Lacking Conscious- 
ness, Can Give No Clew—James Rus- 
sell Tells Unsatisfactory Story and 
Is Locked Up with Companions. 


Late yesterday afternoon a man was found 
shot four times and probably fatally wound- 
ed in a lonely spot near the Calumet River, in 
Wildwood. He was revived long enough to 
say his name was James Ryan, but the po- 
lice could learn nothing from him that would 
give a clew to his assailants. 
night four men, said to have been Ryan's 
companions during the day, were arrested 
and locked up at the Kensington Police Sta- 
tion. One of the prisoners declared the 
wounded man’s name was not Ryan. 


Boy Informs the Police. 


The first known of the shooting was when 
a boy entered the Kensington Police Station 
late in the afternoon and said there was a 
man at Wildwood, who was looking for a 
policeman to secure the arrest of a man who 
had committed a murder in the woods near 
the Calumet River. Detectives Hogan and 
McNulty jumped into the patrol wagon and 
a hurried trip was made to Wildwood. There 
they found the man. He directed them to 
a lonely spot in the woods, near the river 
bank, where Ryan was discovered, appar- 
ently dead. An examination showed he was 
still breathing, and when liquor was forced 
between his lips he recovered conscious- 
ness and gave his name, but would say 
nothing about how he was shot. He soon lost 
conaciousness and was conveyed to Wild- 
wood and placed in an IIlinois Centrai train 
for the city. At the County Hospital the 
physicians said he would not recover. 

An examination showed that the man had 
sustained four gunshot wounds, one in the 
email of the back, one in the left shoulder, 
one in the upper left arm, and one in the 
left elbow. 

The police started an investigation at 
once. As a starter they arrested the man, 
James Russell, who had reported the crime. 
A search of the woods disclosed three oth- 
ers hiding in the underbrush and they were 
also arrested. 

Tells Unsatisfactory Story. 

The man who gave the first information of 
the shooting told an unsatisfactory story. 
He could not explain why he declared the 
name given by the dying man was fictitious 
and could not give a good account of hisown 
movements. He seid he had been in the vic- 
tim’s company a short time before the shoot- 
ing, and had left him, not suspecting that the 
murder of his companion was contemplated. 
When he returned after an absence of half 
an hour he found the injured man on the 
ground and thought he was dead. 

The police could find no revolver or evi- 
dence that any of the four men arrested had 
carried a revolver. Yet an examination 
proved to the satisfaction of the police that 
the bullet wounds in the man’s body were 
made by weapons of different ‘sizes, two of 
the wounds being much larger than the other 
two. 


OTHER PLACES DAMAGED. 


Severe Winds and Heavy Rains 
in Many Parts of Iowa, 
Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Nebraska. 


Houston, Tex., May 18.~—({Special.]—The 
Town of Goliad was swept by a cyclone at 
4 o’clock this afternoon and fifty-seven per- 
sons killed and eighty seriously injured. Of 
the dead twenty-seven are white persons and 
thirty are negroes. 


Path a Mile Long. 

The cyclone swept a path a mile long and 
about 250 yards in width. 

Within this area there is only one bunlding 
left standing, and that is the residence of 
D. Davis of the Goliad Guards. The struc- 
ture, however, is a wreck. | 

The wrecked portion of the town extended 
north and south between Church street and 
Patrice street. 


Residence Section Swept. 


The section which suffered most whs the 
residence portion, the lower part being the 
negro settlement, while the upper part 
contained the residence of the wealthier 
white classes. 

The Methodist and Baptist Churches, and 
the Baptist parsonage, both just completed, 
and the negro Methodist Church were de- 
stroved. 

The Episcopal Church was badly dam- 
aged, and fully 100 houses were totally de- 
stroyed. 


Aid from Near-By Towns. 


‘A special train from Victoria, Tex., bear- 
ing doctors, nurses, and medicines, friends 
and relatives of Goliad people, and the 
O’Connor Guards, reached the wrecked 
town at 7 o'clock tonight. ne 

Cuero and Victoria, the nearest towns, sent 
ald immediately. 

General Superintendent Forbes of the New 
York, Texas and Mexican railway stopped 
the regular Beeville train at Goliad and 
turned it back to Victoria, bringing in on the 
return trip six doctors from there and abun- 
dance of medicine and surgical appliances.

San Antonio Also Suffers. 

San Antonio, Tex., May 18.—[(Special.)— 
A severe wind and rain storm swept over 
San Antonio, damaging property not less 
than $50,000, and it may reach $75,000. The 
wind reached a velocity of seventy-two 
miles an hour and continued at the rate for 
mearly twenty minutes. It blew from the 
southeast and then shifted to the southwest, 
the greatest velocity being from the latter 
point. | 

At Fort Sam Houston government prop- 
erty was damaged to the extent of $20,000, 
the doors being torn off the officers’ quarters 
and barracks. 


Church Totally Wrecked. 

The West End Church was completely 
destroyed, loss $5,000; Hartwell’s Hotel 
damaged, $3,00.; St. Louis college damaged, 
$46,000; Academy of the Lady of the Sacred 
Heart damaged, $2,000. 

Damages to private residences will reach 
$20,000. Several persons were injured but 
there were no fatalities, The storm was 
a continuation of the one that swept over 
Goliad with such terrible results. 


Cloudburst at Independence. 

Independence, Ia., May 18.—[Special.]—A 
cloudburst and high wind did great damage 
in this county last night. Gulleys were 
washed along the Illinois Central tracks, 
wrecking a freight train one mile east of this 
city. Nine cars were ditched. No one was 
injured, but over a dozen barns were de- 
stroyed by wind. The Illinois Central em- 
bankments alone are saving the town. They 
are holding back a big reservoir of water, 
and should they give way the flood would 
carry everything before it. 


Buildings Wrecked in Iowa. 

McGregor, Ia., May 18.—[Special.]—Three 
brick buildings were wrecked by an electrical 
storm that swept over McGregor last night, 
accompanied by a heavy downpour of rain. 
Lightning struck the three buildings occu- 
pied by Freze’s jewelry store, the Metro- 
politan Saloon, and a billiard hall, and all 
collapsed. Four men were hurt. 


Wheat Belt Is Flooded. 

Wichita, Kas., May 18.—A heavy rain fell 
over the wheat belt of southern Kansas to- 
day. For a time a tornado was threatened 
here, but the scare ended in a. downpour of 
rain, which flooded the streets, the water 
flowing into the first floor of the Manhattan 
Hotel. 

Grain Elevator Blown Down. 

Davenport, Neb., May 18.—A wind-storm 
which struck this town early today over- 
turned the Evansville Grain company's ele- 
vator and several corn cribs. A large crib 
blew across the tracks of the St. Joseph and 
Grand Island road, which were blocked for 
the remainder of the night.

AGAINST PACKERS, 


Letters Published in “The 
Tribune” Probably Will 
Change Plans of the 

Defense, 


HELD TO SHOW A TRUST 


Federal Attorneys | Confident 
That Evidence Against the 
Meat Men Is Com- 
_plete.~ 


As a result of the publication in Tun 
TRIBUNE yesterday morning of the series of 
letters showing the secret relations of the 
packers charged with maintaining a beef 
trust, their counsel-is expected to adopt an 
entirely new defense to the government's 
for an injunction. 

The damaging character of the letters is 
admitted to take away the last ground on 
which the defendants coy ope to resist 
the government’s suit on its merits. 

It is regarded by the fageral attorneys as 
the final and conclusive proof of the exist- 
ence of cast-iron price agreements through- | 
out the country between the defendants.

* May Not Fight Temporary Writ. 

As a direct result of the discovery of the 
startling new evidence Counsel John 8. 
Miller, for the packers, ig: expected to con- 
sent to the granting of a temporary injunc- 
tion against his clients, and at the same time 
to file a demurrer to the bin for a permanent 
injunction. 

The pleading will admit the allegations con- 
tained in the bill, but wily set up the claim 
that they do not constitute a cause of action 
under*the Sherman anti-trust law sufficient 
for the granting of legal relief. 

The whole defense of se packers would 
then be risked on the contention that their 
alleged illegal acts are not in conflict with 
the Sherman law in that they do not con- 
stitute infractions of the laws of interstate 
commerce. 

Wat Claim Will Be. 

The claim will be made that packers ship 
their produtts to their supply depots 
throughout the country and sell them there; 
that this is not interstate commerce, and 
hence not a violation 9f any federal law. 
The defense thérefore will resolve itself into 
a construction of the federal laws under 
which the government attorneys are pro- 
ceeding. The packers claim that, for 
éxample, their combina , so far as Scran- 
ton, Pa., is concerned, ig a local combina- 
tion and bence not subject to federal law. 
This claim, the governmesit’s lawyers say, is 
extremely weak and indicatwe of the ex-

Many were 
reported out of the city,” others were not 
at homer still others declared they had 
nothing to say,” while on_ declared that he 
never read the newspapers on Sunday and 
had not read the letters in question. 
Those of the defendants who were located 
J. Ogden Armour, Gustavus F. Swift, ete.— 
refused to make any stat ment and declared 
their defense was left entlrely in the hands 
of their attorneys. The counsel for the 
packers in turn remained silent when asked 
to give some explanation of the contents of 
the published documents. They declared’ 
they would make their defense in court and 
would not prejudice their case by making any 
statement previous to the legal hearing. 

They dig, however, hint that one use to 
which the government's attorneys might put 
the Armour letters would be as clews to an 


indefinite number of facts. The letters make 
the trust’s methods an open book. ~ 


Most Conclusive Evidence Published. 

In the opinion of one of the lawyers in- 
terested in the prosecution of the case, the 
letters are the most conyjncing proof of the 
existence of the. illegal combination and 
conspiracy among the -packers thus far 
brought to light. They also are the most 
recent tell-tale documents relating to the 
‘secret combination againgt which the gov-. 
ernment's suit is brought, 

The most conclusive proof in the letters 
is the use of the worde “ air-tight agree- 
ment d tight agreement and other 
simila tements, together with the fre- 
quent ahd at times awkward use of the code 
name of the packers known in the trade 
as the.“ Big Six.” 

Another new feature of the workings of 
the beef trust is found in the letters in a 
full exposure of their control of the smoked 
and cured beef trade ag well as the fresh 
beef market. That featyre has never before 
been brought to the attention of the fed- 
eral rneys. 

Another ‘discovery which will be of great 
value to the prosecution is the fact that in 
some instances the packers have maps 
drawn*clearly showing the district or ter- 
ritory allotted to the various members of 
the combination. If possible the maps, 
declared to be outlined In “red” and 
“blue” ink, will be secured for the use of 
the federal attorneys ig the case. 


Thinks Escape Impossible Now. 

“The letters published in Tue Trisune 
this morning constitute the best evidence 
thus far secured,“ dechared a man closely 
allied es | the United gtates District At 
torney’s ofice in the suit against the packers.

Evidence 
is being -secured daily throughout the 
country, and there is no escape from the 
charges made by the government.“ 


Dunne Would Indict Packers. 


Judge Edward F. Dunne, who made a care- 
ful study yesterday of the letters published 
in THE TRIBUNE, declared last evening that 
the case seemed so strong that the packers, 
in his opinion, should be criminally indicted. 

“TI have read the letters printed in THe 
TRIBUNE,” he said, and 1 must say un- 
hesitatingly that were I juror in a case and 
evidence of this sort were brought in and 
proven authentic, I most assuredly should 
vote that a combination existed among the 
packers to restrict trade and fix prices on 
their products. 
As I understand the Sherman anti-trust 

law, I believe the packers have in their com- 
bination violated its provisions. The story 
told in the letters is that the six packing 
houses had a combination which maintained 
prices and restricted the sale of a commodity. 

* Such being the case, I should think the 
proper method would be to take the cases 
before thegfederal grand jury and have the 
_ Offenders Against the law indicted. If the 
’ packers have made themselves amenable to 
the law they should be made to suffer as well 
as the poorest man who offends. 


Fears a Long Delay. 


I am not in favor of government by in- 
junction. Even if District Attorney Bethea 
eecures an injunction its results cannot be 
anything but dilatory. The packers will ap- 
peal the case, delaying it in many ways as 
it goes through the processes in each di- 
vision, and men who are young now will 
mave gray heads when the final decree is 
entered. I believe the packers will obey the 
order of court when it is finaly handed 
down, but that is a long time in the future. 

I would like to know why these men 
are not arrested if they have violated the 
laws. The courts were quick in their action 
a few years ago when some poor men con- 
spired together to quit their employment, 
and a number were sentenced to prison ina 
Short time. I believe the same justice 
should be meted out to the rich men.”’ 


Packers Evade the Issue. 


Among the defendants in the pending Uti- 
gation there was little inclination to talk. 

„All I know about this new evidence is 
what I saw in Tue TriIsBvuNE this morning.“ 
said Frank E. Vogel of Nelson Morris & 
Co. “Ihave no means of knowing whether 
the letters are accurate as published. They 
all came from Armour & Co., according to 
the account, and I am not in a position to 
verify them.“ 

„How far will this evidence go toward 
proving the government's case? was asked. 

That is a question that lies beyond me,“ 
Mr. Vogel replied. ‘It is a matter of law, 
and to be answered by the attorneys rather 
than by men like myself. Aboutall I know of 
the investigation by Attorney General Knox 
is what I read in the newspapers.” 


Doesn’t Know the Other Jones. 


Maxwell M. Jones, department superin- 
tendent ef Libby, McNeill & Libby, made 
haste to explain that he was not the Jones 
whose name was signed to the Armour & 
Co. letters, and he disclaimed any acquaint- 
ance with that Jones. . 

There are Joneses and Joneses, and I 
believe there is one with Armour & Co., 
but I don't know him,” said he. It is im- 
probable,“ he ventured, that Libby, Mo- 
Neill & Libby would be in any combine 
affecting the handling or prices of dressed 
beef. Our firm makes a specialty of the sale 
of cuts and other manufactured meat prod- 
ucts, and sells little dressed beef. It has 
no branch depots, like those of the 
other packers, and the little dressed beef 
we sell is sold direct to the trade.”’ 

Mr. Jones disclaimed kaewledge of the 
statement that im the coge used by Armour 
& Co. his firm wae re®erred to as Piacular. 

“That is not peewtiar,” he said. “All 
large business nm ase a code to save 
telegraph tolls.“ 


Swift Eager to Know Winner. 

Gustavus F. Settt of & Co. 
to discuss the matter. 

I have not read the Sunday newspapers, 
he said, and do not know what has bee 
published in regard to the Armour & Coa. let- 
ters. 

When told the letters referred to com- 
plaints made by Swift & Co. against the 
action of Armour & Co.'s agents in cutting 
prices from an agreed scale, and similar com- 
plaints made by Armour & Co. against his 
company and others, he asked:

I will not talk of this matter today, It 
is not the proper ume.“ 


J. Ogden Armour Evades Question. 


J. Ogden Armour, head of Armour & Co., 
from whose offices came the letters printed 
in THe TRIBUNE, declined to discuss them. 
I saw the story in Tue TRIBUN ,“ he 
said, *‘ but I did not read it through.“ 
Did you recognize the letters!“ he was 


asked. 

No, I can’t say that I did.“ he replied. 
“But I was not supposed to have written 
them, you know. But, really, I cannot give 
an interview on this subject. The case is 
not in shape for me to discuss its detalls 
for publication. The whole matter is in the 
hands of our attorneys, and they have sole 
charge until after the hearing in the court.’’ 


Refuses to Discuss Letters. 


Mr. Armour was sitting on the veranda of 
his residence, 3724 Michigan avenue. In 
the adjoining yard was P. A. Valentine, 
treasurer of Armour & Co. Like Mr. Ar- 
mour, he refused to discuss the letters or the 
injunction suft. 

“I saw the letters in Tue TRIBUNE,” he 
sald, and noted that it was said they were 
sent from Armour & Co. to their agents and 
employés. I did not read them all, for I do 
not read the papers through on Sunday. I 
really do not know anything about them, for 
I am not familiar with all of the letters sent 
out from Armour & Co. Under the circum 
stances I must decline to take up Taz Tris- 
UNE account for a discussion.” 


Says Papers Are Unfriendly. 
Michael Cudahy of Cudahy & Co. declined 
to talk on the investigation. 
The newspapers are all unfriendly to the 
packers,” Mr. Cudahy said. and I do not 
wish to talk for publication for that reason.“ 


Nothing to Say,“ Says Morris.

The chief counsel for the companies pur- 
sued their usual policy yesterday when ques- 
tioned as to the value of the letters.

Packing company. Our side of this matter 
will come out at the hearing.“ 

“I have not read the letters, so cannot 
talk about them,“ remarked Attorney IL. C. 
Krauthoff, counsel for Armour & Co. 

“Mr. John 8. Miller is in Wisconsin,” was 
remarked at the residence of the counsel who 
will represent all the companies in the suit.

Defends Packers Anonymously.

The prices began to drop | 
and one merchant decided to try to get Ar- 
mour and S. and 8. there, though Swift 
was losing money. He wrote for prices. | 
The representatives of the two firms asked 
Swift for information regarding him, as 
both feared he might be a delinquent, and 
were told that Swift was losing money on 
that territory. Investigation was made and 
it was found to be true, but that a combina- 
tion of the three firms against Dold might 
be a success and give all a margin of profit. 
Such an agreement is not illegal under the 
interstate commerce law, and yet all of 
these letters deal with such agreements or 
understandings.

There has been less 
disposition on the part of the three weak- 
kneed fellows to offer hides ahead and that 
has had its mora! effect, as we notice a little 
more inquiry today and some sales of Colo- 
rados at 11%c, whereas they had sold at 11 
Personally, I do not look for any advance in 
hides, but I think the hides will sell at a fair 
price when the tanners come into the market. 
In other words, I do not think offering them 
at a mean price would move them just now, 
and making a mean price would simply have 
a bad influence on the market and fetch no 
business. We sold our Slunks for February 
at 62, and sold what Black Cows wemake 
at 11% flat.

Light Native Steers, bid us 10c, but we de- 
clined to sell under 10\c. -

FVesterday Complete Case. 


END OF THE BEEF TRUST. 
Universal Belief that Combina- 
tion Has Been Proved by the

Washington, B. C., May 18 — [Special.] — 
THE TRiBuNE’s publication of samples of the 
business correspondence of Armour & Co., 
Showing conclusively the existence of a 
combination on the part of the beef packers 
to contro} the pricé of meat. ted a sensa- 
tion in. Washington today. 

Selections from this correspondence were 
also printed in New York, so that public 
men generally in Washington were fully in- 
formed as to the nature of these letters. At 
first there was a disposition to doubt the 
authenticity of these letters, but careful 
reading showed conclusively that they were 
genuine business letters concerning daily 


‘therefore freely expr that this mass of 
correspondence furnishe the nec ry 
chain of evidence to establish in a legal man- 
ner the existence of a combination to main- 
tain prices which is neceasarily one step in 
the great conspiracy in restrain of trade. 


Officials Astonished. 


Members of Congrese and officials who 
looked ever the correspondence were aston- 
ished at the completenese of the proof thus 
unexpectedly furnished. The matter was 
deemed so important that Solicitor General 
Richards left for Chicago hurriedly tonight 
and will be present as the personal repre- 
sentative of the Department of Justice when 
the case against the packers is called on 
Tuesday. The significance of his presence 
in Chicago will be seen from the fact that 
it was Solicitor General Richards who drew 
up the original bill attacking the railroad 
merger now before the courts in Minnesota, 
and it was he who put the bill against the 

kers into shape after it had been drafted 

y District Attorney Bethea and Special 
Counsel Day. The Solicitor General had 
special experience in the first trust prose- 
cutions in this country out in Ohio, and in 
shaping the legislation in that State, which 
has become the model for State laws on the 
trust laws throughout the country. 

The Solicitsr General and the Attorney 
General himself were both deeply interest- 
ed in the extraordinary correspondence un- 
earthed by Tue CHicacGo TRIBUNE. They 
have felt confident from the start that the 
evidence they have in hand would be 
abundant to justify the court in ordering 
a preliminary injunction and subsequently 
in making the restraining order permanent. 


Tribune Makes Case Impregnable. 

Nevertheless, the Attorney General and 
tne Solicitor General immediately recognised 
that the evidence furnished by TW Trisune 
made the government's case actually im- 
pregnable. 

Great stress is laid here on the fact that 
a code or system of cipher words is used 
invariably throughout the letters published 
this morning to designate the parties to the 
agreement. This is generally taken to mean 
a guilty knowledge on the part of the packers, 
and the code is supposed to have been dic- 
tated by the fear that sooner or later an 
attempt would be made to investigate the 
agreement to maintain high prices. The 
point is made here that no business house 
in its ordinary correspondence would think 
of making use of a code to designate com- 
petitors in business unless there was some 
extraordinary reason for so doing. It is 
taken for granted that any jury would at 
once recognize this point, and the letters are 
believed to be the more valuable because 
ot the constant introduction of these telltale 
cipher words. 

The more the correspondence is studied the 
bevter the administration likes it, and the 
officials of the Department of Justice and of 
other branches of the government, although 
compelled by the proprieties to refrain from 
commenting on a case actually before the 
courts, are greatly interested and delighted, 
and they freely say that this contribution 
by Tun CHICAGO TRIBUNE to the great beef 
trust case will sooner or later, and probably 
sooner than later, result in the disruption of 
the trust and the restoration of normal li 
prices for meat. 


Chain of Evidence Complete, 


The lawyers in Congress were particularly 
interested in seeing how complete a chain 


™ 


ot evidence can be easily forged out of these 


letters. It is pointed out, for instance, that 


an established scale of prices agreed upon 
by the different large packers. In almost all 
the letters there is reference to complaints 
made by one party to the agreement that 
another ty to the agreement was viola- 
ting it. It is also shown in the correspon- 
dence without any exception that these com- 
plaints are recognized as perfectly proper, 
which is, in itself, an admission of a binding 
agreement as the result of which the differ- 
ent houses become partners and not competi- 
tors. The letters show, it is said by the 
lawyers here, that Armour & Co. accept the 
agreement and in no case dispute the right 
to complain on the part of their competitors 
over this slight cut in prices. On the con- 
trary, they reprove their agents for violating 
the agreement and quote liberally.from the 
letters and dispatches from their business 
competitors, as to incriminate them all. In 
nine cases out of ten it is found impossible 
to establish the existence of a conspiracy, 
because of the difficulty of the showing the 
connection between the acts of one member 
of a combination and those of another. 
| This mass of correspondence, in the view 
of prominent officials, furnishes this link 
in the evidence so generally wanting in con- 
spiracy cases, because the names of com- 
petitors and parties to the agreement are 
to be found in almost every letter. The 
agreed price quotations are repeatedly 
quoted, complaints of violation of the agree- 
ment by parties other than the writer are 
constantly made, and there is thus estab- 
lished, it is said, a network of evidence more 
complete than is generally even dreamed of 
in such cases. The 8 of arbitra- 
tors or pooling age and the creation ‘of 
what is known as tight territory seems 
to clinch the establishment of a conspiracy 
to maintain high prices beyond all reagon- 
able doubts. 


May Act on Tribune“ Evidence. 
| Members of Congress say if the parties 
to the beef trust agreement should escape 
in the courts through any technicality the 
evidence furnished so opportunely by Tux 
TRIBUNE will be more than sufficient to 
justify Congress in wiping out the beef trust 
entirely by removing the tariff on meat and 
cattle or else by more drastic legislation, 
providing extraordinary penalties for com- 
binations to raise the price of necessities of 
life and enacting some sort of a sumptuary 
law authorizing the general government to 
step in and keep down the price of bread and 
meat. The opinion is generally expressed 
here that the beef trust is on its last legs 
anyway owing to the action of the govern-

“We already have evidence enough in the 
hands of the United States District Attor- 
ney at Chicago to secure a permanent in- 
junction against the packers. The matter 
will be presented in the court on Tuesday, and 
I look for the granting of a temporary re- 
straining order at an early day. In addition 
to the evidence necessary for a temporary 
order, I am sure we are in session of 
enough data to convince the Wourt that a 
permanent injunction should be issued, thus 
putting an end to the operations of the trust 
in restraint of competition. I do not know 
whether the letters published in Tus Sunday 
Tripunw have been presented to the District 
Attorney at Chicago. They seem conclusive 
evidence of a combination if the letters are 
genuine, as they certainly appear to be. 
These letters would strengthen the case of 
the government, but they are not necessary 
to bring about the conviction of the packers, 
as we already have sufficient evidence to 
accomplish this end.” 


Rise in Prices Intolerable. 


“There are some things the American 
ple will not stand,” said Representative 
— of Wisconsin in discussing the beef 
question. They will not tolerate the arbi- 
trary raising of prices of food products, 
especially when prices are inoreased by a 
trust. The letters published in Tue TRIB- 
UNE today show an unparallel case of ex- 
tortion by the beef trust, which has com- 
bined for the purpose of arbitrarily de- 
manding a higher price for their goods when 
there is no apparent justification for it. 
Those letters show how greedy and avar- 
icious the corporate rich become. They are 
not satisfied with a fair profit, but resort 
to extortion, and stifie competition to in- 
crease their hoards. I never could under- 
stand why it is that many persons who are 
enormously rich are not satisfied, but ex- 
perience has taught us that some men who 
have grown immensely wealthy will do any- 
thing which will not place them inside the 
penitentiary if they can increase their gains. 


“Tribune” Shows Combination. 


“The correspondence between the packers 
and their agents shows conclusively that a 


combination to control prices and divide ter- 


ritory is in existence, and if the letters given 


to the public today by THe TRIBUNE are gen- 


uine they are sufficient to convict the packers 
of violating the Sherman anti-trust law.” 


Evidence Unmistakable. 

„In the correspondence between the pack- 
ers and their agents there is unmistakable 
evidence of a combination to increase the 
price of beef and other products,” said Rep- 
resentative Warner of Illinois. ‘‘ No reason 


| is given for those advances,and upon the face 


of the letters it appears that the increase was 
an arbitrary one. There is no reason for it 


whatever. It simply extorts money from the 


people. It is a hardship upon the poor, as 
they perform hard labor and need more meat 
than those who are better paid and do not 
have to exert themselves so much. It ts ap- 
parent from the letters that a combination 
exits, as several of them call attention of 
the agents to the fact that prices have not 
been maintained, and there was considerable 
correspondence between the packers and 
their agents about the violations of agree- 
ments. There are specific reference to the 
fact that the agreements have not been main- 
taind and warnings are given to agents not 
to cut prices under any circumstances. 
Those letters, in my judgment, contain 
enough evidence to convict the packers of 
violating the Sherman anti-trust law, and I 


do not believe the government will have 


much difficulty in making out its case.“ 


Easy to Convict. 


„It should be an easy matter for the legal 
branch of the government to convict the 
beef trust of entering into a combination in 
restraint of trade,“ said Senator Cullom, 
“if the evidence presented in the corre- 
spondence published today can be substan- 
tiated. It appears on the face of these letters 
that a combination exists, that the packers 
in most instances have adhered to it, but 
there are evidences of violations of agree- 
ments on the part of some of the contract- 
ing parties. If these agreements are in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
they will be demolished, in my judgment, 
when this evidence, together with other facts 
gathered by the legal representatives of the 
government, are presented to the courts. 

“From the letters it appears the packers 
have arbitrarily increased prices for their 
products, and the people have been com- 
pelled to pay every cent demanded by the 
trust. The increase in the prices of meat 18 


fcularly hard upon the poor, whose pay 


s small. It will not de long, however, be- 
fore the combination is dissolved and the 
prices resume their normal level. The let- 
ters make interesting reading and show ex- 
actly how these large concerns conduct their 
business, and many of their business secrets 
have been disclosed.” 


Correspondence Alone Enough. 

“In the correspondence of the packers 
alone will be found sufficient evidence to 
convict them of violating the Sherman anti- 
st law.“ said Representative William Al. 
— Smith of Michigan. It these letters 
can be proven to be authentic the govern- 
ment will have no difficulty in showing that 
the law has been violated and that a combi- 
nation to control prices and restrict trade 
had been maintained. I am heartily in favor 
of the prosecutions against the beef trust 
and want the government to win its case, so 
that the unlawful combinations may be dis- 
solved and unrestricted competition resume 
its eway. The course of the administration 
in the prosecution of the trust is the proper 
one, as these mattere should be adjusted 
by legal and not by legislative methods. 
The court and not Congress should deal 
with this question. It would not injure the 
trust nor have the slightest effect on the 
price of meat if the tariff on those products 
should be removed. It the bars were let 
down little or no meat and cattle would come 
into the country, and if we should begin to 
tinker with the tariff so as to reach the 


encore, other lines of industries would be 
isturbed by tariff agitation.” 


Pleased with Additional Proof. 


“T am delighted to see that additional 
strong evidence has been procured against 
the beef trust,“ said Representative Under- 
wood, an Alabama Democrat. ‘ I was under 
the impression the govevrnment hed made 
out a strong case against the packers, but 
if the letters published today are bona fide 
nothing is wanting to bring about a con- 
viction. If the signatures can be proved 
theso letters alone will suffice to convict the 
packers of violating the Sherman anti-trust 
law in forming a eombination in restraint of 
trade and increasing the prices of their prod- 
ucts without any reason. Some hard blows 
have beén struck the beef trust by the At- 
torney General and his assistants, and I hope 
the outcome of this prosecution will be a 
warning to other trusts not to attempt to 
arbitrarily raise their prices and unjustly 
wring hard earned money from the pockets 
of the people. Every one has suffered by 
the operations of the beef trust, and in at- 
tempting to rob the people the trust has 
killed the goose which laid the golden egg, 
as after the prosecution has begun I have no 
doubt a temporary injunction will be issued 
against the trust, and that it will be made 
permanent within a short time.“ 


EASTERN BEEF MEN RUN AWAY. 


Leave New York and Take Refuge in 
New Jersey to Escape 
Summons. 


New York, May 18.—[Special.J—On Satur- 
day last George J. Edwards, New York man- 
ager for Swift & Co., and his clerical staff 
packed all their important books and papers 
and took refuge in New Jersey to escape the 
summons of ihe authorities of the Ftate of 
New York. He was joined in this flight by 
the managers of Armour & Co. and every 
other house of the beef trust do'ne business 
in this city. With them, and for the same 
reason, has fled Arthur Colby, the central 
office arbitrator, whose existence was denied 
less than two months ago hy the men with 
whom he had intimate dealings overy busi- 
ness day of the year.

ROBERT A. WILLIAMS DIES AT 
SANITARIUM. 


Commander of Department During 


Chicago’s Conflagration of 1871 
Passes Away After Four Weeks’ 
Tllness—Captain of the First Engine 


Owned by City and Organizer of Sal-< 


vage Co Which Became Insur- 
ance Patrol—Long Career in Service. 


Robert A. Williams, chief of the Chicago 
Fire department at the time of the great 
fire in 1871, died yesterday at Garfield Park 
Sanitarium after an illness of four weeks. 
Mrs. Williams, who went South two weeks 


ago to regain health lost in nursing her 


husband, had not been located by her son 
last night and had not learned of her hus- 
band’s death. 

Mr. Williams was proud of the fact that 
he had never missed an important fire in 


Chicago for more than fifty years. Even

Willams was made Captain of the steamer 
Island Queen, one af the first steam fire 
engines that ever did service in Chicago.

In 1868 he returned to Chi- 
cago and was made first assistant chief en- 
gineer under Fire Marsha! U. P. Harris. 

Chief Harris resigned in 1869, and Mr. 
Williams succeeded him as commander of the 
department, He held the position until 1878, 
when he was retired. Previous to the great 
fire in 1871, Mr. Williams advocated having 
a tug boat in the river &nd equipping the 
craft with water pumps for the purpose of 
protecting the water front. After the big 
fire he said that had one of these boats been 
in the service in 187] the flames could have 
been kept from entering the north and south 
sides of the city. 


Worked for Salvage Corps. 


During his career as First Assistant Fire 
Marshal he workea with his driver, Ben- 
Jamin Bullwinkle, to establish a salvage 
corps. Bullwinkle visited the leading mer- 
chants of the city and secured an appropria- 
tion to establish the corps. This is what is 
now the fire insurance patrol service. ’

Others followed, but 
the Mayor was not sure that they were run- 
ning too fast and he allowed them to pass.

Last night Miss Krantz had recovered suf- 
ficiently to discuss her lover's death. 

I cannot imagine what inspired him to

Kingston-on-the-Thathes to Be the

902, King Ed- 
ward, elder son and successor of Alfred the 
Great, was crowned on the stone that now 
résts in the market place at Kingston, and 
the 1,000th anniversary of that interesting 
historical event will today be popularly cele-

Story of Escape from Pelee. 

New York, May 18.—[Speciad.]—Many de- 
tails of the destructiveness of the eruption 
of Mont Pelee were related here today by 
Captain Cantell of the steamer Etona, just 
arrived from St. Lucia. Captain Cantell 
boarded the half burned British steamer 
Roddam and visited the Captain of that ship, 
now in the hospital at St., Lucia, and relates 
a graphic story of the Roddam’s experience 
and escape. 


Captain Cantell’s Story. 

“At St. Lucia, on May 11,” says Captain 
Cantell, *‘ I went on board the British steam- 
er Roddam, which had escaped from the 
terrible volcanic eruption at Martinique 
three days before. The state of the ship was 
enough to show that those on board must 
have undergone an awful experience. 

The Roddam was covered with a mags of 
fine bluish gray dust or ashes of cément-like 
appearance. In some parts it laid two feet 
deep on the decks. This matter had fallen in 
a red hot state all over the steamer, setting 
fire to everything it struck that was burn- 
able, and, when it fell on the men on board, 
burned off limbs and large pieces of flesh. 
This was shown by finding portions of hu- 
man remains when the decks were cleared of 
the débris. 

The rigging, ropes, tarpaulins, sails, awn- 
ings, etc., were charred or burned, and most 
of the upper stanchions and spars had been 
swept overboard or destroyed by fire. Sky- 
lights were smashed and cabins were filled 
with volcanic dust. The scene of ruin was 
deplorable. . 


Fragments of Human Bodies. 

** We found the ship deserted by the few 
survivors of the crew. The steamer was in 
charge of a watchman and two policemen. 
The watchman was engaged in gathering 
up fragments of human bodies and putting 
them away in a locker when we boarded. 
He stopped this work to show us around. 
The ship presented an awful spectacle and 
had the appearance of a vessel which had 
been sunk in the mud and then pulled out 
again. In tearing out the debris they kept 
finding portions of human bodies. Alto- 
gether the ship was a complete wreck, ex- 
cept its hull. is, being of fron, was saved 
from destruction. 


Hears Captain Freeman's Story. 


“ Hearing that Captain Freeman of the 
Roddam had survived and was at the Hotel 


was unprepared for the terrible sight which 
met my eyes when I entered the room. It 
was enough to frighten a man to see him. 
His face was burned to the color of teak- 
wood and huge patches of skin here and 
there were burned completely off from the 
bones. Both hands were swathed in band- 

and rested on pillows. It was painful 
to look at him. I told him whoT was, and he 
said he was giad I had come to see him. 
Then he told me: 

The Roddam had only been at St. Pierre 
an hour,’ said he, ‘ when the eruption oc- 
curred. I was talking to our agent, who was 
in a small boat alongside. Suddenly I saw 
what appeared to be a huge black squall 
Uke a wall approaching the ship from the 
land at 4 terrific rate, carrying with it a 
huge tidal wave and accompanied by a loud 
rumbling noise. The air suddenly darkened. 


Air Filled with Flame. 
I yelled out for everybody to stand 


enveloped in total darkness, and the air 
filled with flame and falling patches of fire, 
which ignited everything they struck. The 
fire took hold of the ship in all parte, and the 
crew and laborers rushed about frantic with 
fright and pain. A number of laborers had 
come aboard to help take on cargo, and as 
nearly as I can tell there were some forty- 
two persons on board all told. Of these six 
survive. Hell certainly cannot be worse than 
what we. went through. I went into the 
chartroom and shut the door, but an open 
port admitted the flame. 

* When the ship was first struck it keeled 
over and nearly capsized. The first shock 
only lasted a few minutes, but for over an 
hour the shower of falling matter continued. 

** As soon as I could get out of the chart- 
room I rushed to the engineroom telepraph, 
and, knowing that as we had just arrived, we 
would have steam up, I signaled the eagineer 
to put the engine at full speed and waited for 
an anewer. The cable chain had been car- 
ried away by the volcaniceruption. Luckily 
some of the engineers were below at the time 
and started the engines. 

1 tried to work the wheel and start the 
ship, but the steering gear wae jammed by 
the flood of lava and woukin't work. I kept 
the engines going ahead and astern alter- 
mately, hoping the ship could

Wounded Men in Hot Lava. 


Many of my own crew were swept from 
the decks by the first hock. After a time I 
got the steering gear to work and headedout 
to sea. As the sky cleared, and it was pos- 
sible to see around the deck, the sight was 
ghastly. Men lying screaming and writh- 
ing in agony all around and the lava on 
which ‘they lay was red hot. People were 
dying everywhere. I was in a bad state 
myself, unable to lift my hand, and the 
blood from wounds and burns on my forehead 
kept running into my eyes 

„ decided to make for St. Lucia, and, 


and the boatswain, I succeeded in making 
this port. During that terrible trip all 
hands were busy putting out fires, working 
in the stoke hole raising steam, and trying to 
do what they could for their dying ship- 
mates. 

** The chief engineer died a horrible death. 
He escaped from the first shock, and we en- 
deavored to get the ship out of the harbor. 
Not finding his men below, he came on deck 
to look for them, and wasstruck bya falling 
mass of lava, which burned one side of his 
face completely off.’ . 


Heroism of Captain Freeman. 


Continuing the story on his own account, 
Captain Cantell said: 

In the time occupied on this terrible voy- 
age the experience of the survivors was still 
worse than that already gone through. The 
brave Captain and his few men fighting the 
fire, exhausted and scalded, struggled and 
worked trying to do something to.assist 
their dying shipmates. Those working be- 
low etrived to keep up the steam. 

“The Captain, suffering the greatest 
agony, succeeded in navigating his vessel 
safely to the Port of Castries, St. Lucia, with 
eighteen dead bodies lying on thé deck and 
human limbs scattered about. A sallor 
rer a by constantly wiping the Captain's in- 
j eyes. 

“I think the performance of the Rod - 
dam’s Captain was most wonderful, and the 
more so when I saw his pitiful condition. 
I do not understand how he kept up; ve 
when the steamer arrived at St. Lucia and 
medical assistance was procured, this brave 
man asked the doctors to attend to-theothers 
first and refused to be treated until thie was

POISONED BY STRY 


MISS WILLIAMS OF DETROIT 
TAKES OVERDOSE IN NEW YORK. 


Was Traveling in Search of Health 
and Is Thought to Have Confused 
Deadly Pellets with Another Pre 
scription—Had Been Feeling Better 
than Usual—Physician Summoned, 
bat Patient Dies Almost at Once— 
Fiance by Her Side. 


New May 18.—Miss Julia Williams, 
daughter of Mrs. Julia Williams of Detroit, 
Mich., and granddaughter of Colonel V. C. 
Hanna of that city, died today at the Fit 
Avenue Hotel of an overdose of strychnine, 
taken in form of pills. She was only 22 years 
of age. 4 

The young woman and her mother had been 
spending the winter at Saranac Lake, N. I., 
on account of the poor health of the daugh- 
ter. Yesterday morning they came to this 
city, the intention being to go to Atlantic 
City. Before leaving Saranac Lake a physi- 
ci had prescribed strychnine pilis for Miss 
Williams, and the orders were that she 
should take them before meals, She was 
also given pills containing iron, which were 
to be taken after meals. On arising today 
she remarked to her maid that she was feel- 
ing better, and then went to breakfast. 

From what Coroner Jackson could gather 
after the death, Miss Williams, after she 
went again to her room, took several of the 
strychnine pills, probably mistaking them 
for the iron pilis, but the point is not clear. 
The death, however, is put down as of a pure- 
ly accidental character. 

Some little time after taking the medicine 
Miss Williams complained of feeling ill. Dr. 
D. P. Pease was called in and, finding her in 
a serious condition, asked her what was the 
matter. 

“I took an overdose of strychnine pills,“ 
she answered. 

The physician administered antidotes with- | 
out avail, and twenty minutes after his ar- 
rival Miss Williams was dead. 

„ There is no mystery about it at all. 
was simply an overdose of strychnine pilis, 
and they were not taken with suicidal in- 
tent,” Dr. Pease explained afterwards. 

The body will be taken to Detroit tomorrow 
morning.

| HARVARD'S BRILLIANT ALL-AROUND ATHLETE. | 


Cambridge, Mass., May 11.—[Special,]—In “Bob” Kernan, Harvard's big baseball 
catcher, the crimson has one of the best athletes that ever made a name for himself 
in the intercollegiate sporting world. Menan's ability extends over a greater field, 
probably, than that of any other man who has ever been in Harvard, unless it was 
R. D. Wrenn. He is a good runner, a high jumper who can do more than six feet, a 
baseball player, a fine hockey player, and will captain Harvard's football team upon 
the gridiron next fall. There seems to be nothing in the way of athletics that the big 
fellow cannot do. When he first came to college he started in to row. Th coaches 
thought they had a find, and were just congratulating themselves upon their good luck 
when Bill Reid, then Captain of the baseball team, laid his hand upon Kernan's shoulder 
and sald: I want you over on the baseball feld.“ Had Kernan kept at his rowing he 
would have made one of the greatest oarsmen Harvard has ever had, the authorities say. 

Even on the baseball field Kernan has exhibited his versatility in a wonderful way. 

At first he started in to pitch, and for a long time was a. close rival of Stillman, who 
twirled for the varsity that year. Both men were freshmen, and Reid, with an eye to 
the future, again laid his hand on Kernan’s shoulder and beckoned him behind the plate. 
So it happens at the present time that the erstwhile twirler is catching the man with 
whom in his freshman days he was at the keenest rivalry. 
How Kernan can jump the way he does and play baseball at the same time is a 
puzzle the coaches cannot solve. Baseball is well known to every trainer as a great 
stiffener of muscles, occasioned by the necessity of quick stops and sudden violence of 
exercise. Yet, in the face of all this, Kernan can clear over six feet almost any day, and 
is the best high jumper Harvard owns. He represented the crimson in this event in the 
international games last year. Besides these things he is a good swimmer, golf player, 
and tennis player. :

Two weeks of careful training will be 

meted out to Stagg’s little team of star per- 
formers in order to put them in shape for 
the great track struggle of the year for col- 
deges in the Western Conference association.

Director Stagg regards 
Wisconsin’s chances as the best of the trio 
at the present time. 

Nothing done by Michigan in the dual meet 
with Chicago on Saturday left the maroons 
in any greater fear of the Wolverines at the 
conference meet than they had entertained 
before. The splendid showing of Wisconsin 
in the dual meet with Illinois was more than 
was looked for, however, and Badger stoc 
has taken a skyward movement. ' 


Explains Magee’s Poor Showing. 


The unusual showings of Blair and Magee 
in Saturday's meet are not such as to shake 
my confidence in their winning ability in 
the conference meet, said Director Stagg 
yesterday. ‘‘Magee was vaulting with a 
pole that was too heavy for him and was 
badly balanced-in the bargain. He had just 
broken a pole previous to the meet and two 
others cracked with him before he reached 
a point where he usually makes his showing.

„» Chicago's chance depends largely on 
Carey now. He was out of the meet Satur- 
day on account of back school work. He 
has two weeks to make up his deficiency 
and ought to do it without trouble. If he 
goes into the meet in good form, Chicago has 
a good chance of winning, in spite of Wis- 
consin’s squad of star performers. Friend 
may land a place in the broad jump, but 
it is not to be counted upon. His mark of 
22 feet 8 inches was the best he ever did 
and we cannot count on his equaling or 
beating this just at the time we happen to 
want him to do it.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 
Story That Moore Brothers Have Se- 


cured Control of the Gulf Line 
Is Denied. 


“The report that the Moore brothers and 
J. W. Gates had secured control of the Kan- 
sas City Southern railway (formerly the 
Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf) is declared 
to be without foundation by a member of 


the firm of Harris, Gates & Co. 


He says there has been considerable buy- 
ing of the preferred stock of the company 
of late by investors because they believe 
that in time it is bound to be a 4 per eent 
stock. He expresses the opinion that con- 
trol cannot be purchased in the open mar- 
ket and that it can only be had throug 
securing the Dutch holdings, and the repre- 
sentatives in this country of the Dutch inter- 
ests have been buyers rather than sellers of 


the stock. 


The Rock Island can obtain a shorter and 
cheaper route to the gulf than via the Kan- 
sas City Southern by extending ite Texas 
line from Fort Worth to tidewater. Surveys 
have already been made, and the officials of 
the road say arrangements have practically 
been completed to commence work on the 


new extension at an early date. 
Wisconsin Central Plans. 


The Wisconsin Central is considering sev- 
eral important schemes for improvement. Marisk 
One plan involves the building of a line direct 
from Phillips, Wis., to Duluth, which would 
require about 100 miles of new track. The 
Wisconsin Central now gets into Duluth over 
the Northern Pacific tracks from Ashland. 
Another project under discussion is the con- 
struction of a cut-off from Greenwood to 
Stanley, thus reducing the distance betweer 


Chicago and St. Paul considerably. 


The report that the Wisconsin Central 
would soon become a part of the Lilinois 
Central system is denied by the Illinois Cen- 
tral people, who say their road would have 
no particular use for the Wisconsin Central. 

Some important changes in time were put 
in effect on the Rock Island railway yes- 
terday. A new train was added, known 
as the Rocky Mountain limited, leaving Chi- 
cago daily at 5:45 p. m., and arriving at Den- 
ver at 8:45 p. m. East-bound this train 
leaves Denver at 1:20 p. m., arriving in Chi- 
cago at 5:30 p. m. in time to connect with 
the limited trains for the East. The Cali- 
fornia-Mexico express leaves Chicago at 
8:32 p. m., Instead of 8:10 p. m., making the 


same time as heretofore.

Three Roads Sue Government. 


Unpaid bills for transportation of United 
States soldiers in 1899 were made the basis of 
three suits started in the United States Dis- 
trict Court on Saturday by as many railroad 
companies. The plaintiffs and the amounts 
of their claims are the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, for $180.45; the 
Chicago and Northwestern, for §113.45; 
and the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
for $91.46. The litigation arose over the fail- 
ure of the War department to pay the regular 
one-way individual rate for each soldier, as 
demanded by the companies.

Huch & Sons Admit Preparing It fos 
Manufacture and Say Medical stu- 
dents Reap Profit in Furnishing the 
Supplies—Fdotwear ‘Is Used in Fol- 
ish Community on the Northwest 
Side—Resembles Cured Hides of 
the Dog and Pig. 


The tanning of human skins is a profitable 
if not a popular industry in Chicago, .Shoea 
made from (human skin are worn in the 
Polish communities of the Northwest Side, 
and silver mounted pocketbooks, manufao- 
tured from the same article, conceal the 
wealth of f the residents of the district 
near Huch & Son's tannery, 306 Elston ave- 
nue. 

The reseypblance ‘of human skin, after it 
has undergone the tanning process, to the 
hides of young pigs and tramp dogs is 80 
striking it Is easily disposed of by students 
in Chicago medical colleges, who find this“ 
a source of profit. 


Quotes Prices for Tanning. 


“Do you tan human skins?“ was asked 
of Henry Schroeder, superintenednt of Huch 
& Son's tannery. 

Sure we do. We tan everything,” an- 
ewered Schroeder.

Patronized by Medical Students. 


Five huhdred skins a year is not an un- 
usual record for the om avenue tannery. 
Schroeder volunt the information that 
students of the Rush Medical College, the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, and 
other institutions make a business of leaving 
skins at his tannery to be put through the 
tanning process. They bring us small pieces 
and big pieces he said, *‘ and we make our 
charges according to size. The skins can 
either be sold to pocketbook manufacturers 
or else the students can have them made up 
‘themselves. 

I'll give you a sample of the skin,“ con- 
dinued the superintendent, cutting a piece 
of. leather several inches square from an 
irregular shaped piece about a yard long 
and nearly a foot wide which lay on his desk. 
“This is the natural color.“ he added. al- 
though black is popular as it can be made 
into shoes.” 

The sample resmbled pig’s skin with the 
exception that the markings were more dis- 
tinct than those pope on the goods re- 
tailed in the stores as the bong fide skin 
of the pig. 


Process 


The process which the human skin under 
goes in tanning is more complicated than 
that used for pig and dog hides. 

It is so soft,“ declared Schroeder, that 
great care must be exercised.” 

In nearly t of the saloons near the 
tannery the bartenders readily displayed 
samples of cured human skin when asked 
if they were aware of the business carried 
on in the tannery. Some were of unusual 
softness, while others were thick enough 
to lead one to believe they had been cut 
from the hides of elephants. 

At the office of the Elston avenue branch 
of the American Hide and Leather com- 
pany it was denied that human skins ever 
had been tanned in its factory. 

“ Hieh & Son made a practice of tanning 
human skins.“ it was said, and they 
will tan anything sent in. Many Poles 
have the skins of cats tanned there. They - 
think cat skin is a cure for rheu- 
matism.”’ *

So a little 
of that kind of futy is not unwelcome, But 
the naval officer has a fondhess for sea duty 
also, especially if he is in command of a 
ship or a squadron. He may prefer the Med- 
dterranean station, but he likes to be afloat 
and see the world, and become a master of 
his profession. The American naval officer, 


generally speaking, has a proper degree of 


affection for salt water. n

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THE PACKERS’ AGREEMENT. 

The thirty letters emanating from the 
Armour office in this city, printed in Tun 
TRisune yesterday, must have been read 
with interest not only as throwing light 
upon the inside methods of business as con- 
ducted by the “ big six” packers, but also 
-~assuming they are shown to be genuine— 
as directly sustaining the position of the 
federal government in charging that the 
packers are in a conspiracy to control the 


price of meat in this country, that territory 


has been parceled out among them, and 
that they act in unison in their various 
areas, and that. any member of the combine 
is brought up with a round turn if detected 
in a breach of the compact. 

The government charges that fm violation 
of the law to “ protect trade aud commerce 
against unlawful restraint and monopolies,” 


’ the Chicago packers have organized.a con- 


spiracy to fix and maintain uniform prices, 
thus shutting off competition, and that the 
prices are adjusted, not by the natural laws 
of supply and demand but by the reduction 
of shipments. If words mean anything the 
charge is sustained by these letters. No 
effort at secrecy is made in any of them ex- 
cept as to the identity of other packing 
firms, each of which is designated by an 


arbitrary cipher,word. The letters are 


frankly unreserved in statement and make 
no concealment of the price agreement and 
“tight arrangement.” They throw no Hght 
upon buying cattle, but when it comes to 
selling meat the evidence of a combination 
to divide territory and fix prices, to fight 
outside competition, to look after violated 
agreements, and to consult upon new prices 
is as clear as the day. They are a confes- 


gion of trust methods, and reveal the in- 


ide machinery of the beef trust in its meth- 
ods of working and in all its involved rami- 
fications, for the same machinery would 
not work in all places atike. Different 
prices must be had for different sections 
which had been parceled out among the 
members of the combine, but in every case 
there myst be a tight arrangement.” 

Such are the inferences to be drawn from 


the docnments printed in yesterday’s Tris- 


Nen, No other inference can. be drawn. 
Pisiniy the government was justified in 


bringing the application for an Inzunetion. 
It may be possible for the packers to break 
the force of this strong evidence against 
them. It will be a miracle if they can ex- 
plain it away. 


LIGHT IN THE POLITICAL SKY. 

The excellent work of the Republican 
county convention is having a gratifying 
effect upon many influential Democrats. 
They admit the ability and popularity of 
the Republican nominees and acknowledge 
that it will be difficult, if not impossible, to 
defeat them unless there are put up against 
them Democratic candidates of as high 
standing who command the respect and. 
confidence of their fellow-citizens. The 
Democrats who reason after this fashion 
argue well. The result of elections in a 
politically uncertain city and county de- 
pends largely upon the qualifications of 
candidates, An increasing number of vot- 
ers pay in local elections little or no atten- 
tion to party labels, but much attention to 
the integrity, the business standing, and 
the experience of the respective nominees, 
and mark their ballots for the better mau. 
So, if the Democrats shall live up to their 
present intentions and nominate a couaty 
ticket which shall have on it the names of 
Charles M. Walker, Joseph Donnersberger, 
William D. Kerfoot, and of other men of 
as good standing, the Republicans may 
abandon hopes of an easy victory. 

If the Republican nominees are, man for 
man, better than the Democratic nominees, 
the former have little or no cause for fear. 
Discriminating voters will give them the 
preference. But if from the point of view 
of the non-partisan voter the two tickets 
are equal in merit, there may be a number of 
voters who will be influenced by the fact 
that the Republican ticket, excellent as it 
is, has on it the stamp of Lorimer. They 
will say that the Republican nominees are 
good men, but Lorimer selected them and, 
other things being equal, it is better not to 
vote for men whe owe their nomination to 
any boss. This may be faulty reasoning, 


but it is reasoning which some voters can- 


not be argued out of. 

The nomination by the Democratic con- 
vention of men of approved honesty and 
ability will put the Republican nominees— 
also men of honesty and ability-—in jeop- 
ardy. That is regrettable from a purely par- 
ty standpoint. It is not regrettable from 
the higher standpoint of the public good. 
Fortunate is the community in which polit- 
ical organizations are engaged in a whole- 
some rivalry as to which shall present the 
better men to the voters. Whichever side 
may lose at the polls, the community will 
not be a loser. If the Republicans, by nom- 
inating a ticket which no man need be 
ashamed to vote for, shall force the Demo- 
crats to nominate a ticket of equal or greater 
metit, the Republican party, if defeated, 
will be entitled to thanks for its services in 
giving the county a good government. 


CRUELTY WILL BE PUNISHED. 

In the discussion of the reports of Ameri- 
can cruelty in the Philippines there can 
frequently be ra a kind of rift in the 
lute or fly in the ointment in the shape of 
a certain assumption. Now, assumptions 
are, of all things, either the most ignorant 
or the most unscrupulous. In this case the 
assumption—an inexcusably unjust one— 
has been that in some way the authorities 
at Washington have sanctioned, are now 
condoning, and finally intend to pardon the 
cruelty about which complaint has been 
made. 

The real attitude of the administration is 
explicitly set forth once more in the letter 
written by President Roosevelt last Satur- 
day in answer to a communication from the 
Rt.-Rev. William Lawrence, Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal diocese of eastern 
Massachusetts. Not long ago Tan 
udn had occasion to commend the address 
made by Bishop Lawrence before his dio- 
cesan convention. In it the Bishop had 
said: “The administration ts just as alert 
as any citizen in the land to get at the facts 
fas to alleged barbarities of American sol- 
diers in the Philippines], and in the spirit, 
not of revenge but of justice, mete out pun- 
ishment.” 
Similar sentiments were expressed in 
letter sent to the President in behalf of the 
diocese. The President says in his reply: 

I hope it is u- necessary to say that no one in 
the country ca. be more anxious than I am 
save, perhaps, Secretary Root—to discover and 
punish every instance of barbarity by our troops 
in the Philippines. In reference to these cruelties 
I agree with every word in your address. No 
provocation, however great, can be accepted as 
an excuse for misuse of the necessary severity 
of war, and, above all, not for torture of any 
kind or shape. I have. directed that court-mar- 
tials be held under conditions which will give me 
the right of review. 

This is plain. No one can really help see- 
ing what it means. A discerning poet has 
remarked that people who have never felt 
wounds are in the habit of jesting at scars. 
Similarly, people whose closest connection ; 
with warfare against savages is through 
some echool-boy reminiscences of Omsar’s 
campaigns in Gaul, have little appreciation 
of the temper of the soldier in the field. 
Appreciation or no appreciation, however, 
the guilty must be punished. The discipline 
of the army will not endure it that an of- 
fender shall escape the imposition of the 


proper penalties. 


AMERICAN SETTLERS IN CANADA. 

There is at this time a considerable Amer- 
jean migration to the Canadian Northwest. 
The fertile and comparatively cheap lands of 
Manitoba, Assiniboia, and Saskatchewan 
are attracting many settlers, now that they 
ean be reached with ease and facilities exist 
for shipping their products to market. Last 
year 63,000,000 bushels of wheat was raised 
in a region which was once looked on asa 
part of the frozen North, valuable only for 
the fur-bearing animals it produced. There 
are millions of acres of land not under culti- 
vatlon which can be made as fruitful as 
those now being tilled. 

A majority of tue men who are now mak- 
ing homes for themselves in the Canadian 
Northwest’ are Americans. -This does not 
alarm the Dominion authorities. They have 
no fear that the newcomers will be a dis- 
turbing political element or that they will at 
some future day agitate for the annéxation 
to the United States of provinces in which 
they may be in the majority. There is no oc- 
casion for apprebension on that score. Amer- 
icans have emigrated in numbers to Canada 
before this and have manifésted no inciina- 
tion to Americanize tho new country. 

There was a heavy migration from New 
England to the Province of Quebec immedi- 
ately after the revolution. Taxes were ex- 
tremely high in the United States, while they 
were low in Canada. At a later period 
many Americans settled in tho Province of 
Ontario. Good land could be had there aud 
it was more accessible than the governinent 
land in what was then the far West. Now 
that the cultivable governmeht lands in the 
United States are pretty well taken up and 
those in the Dominion are accessible it is not 
surprising that there should be another 
American migration to Canada. | 

The political institutions of that country 
are so much like those of the United States 


and there is so little difference in the laws 


that the Americans who are making homes | 


for themselves in the Oanadian Northwest 


will adapt themselves easily to the slight dit- | 


ferences in governmental methode, and if 
they prosper 
ruled by a Dominion Parliament ſustead 
of an American Congress. 

There is reciprocity in migration. Some 
American farmers are sett'ing in Canada. 
Canadian young men who do not wish to till 
the soil and who perceive in the United 
States more business opportunities than in 
the Dominion cross the boundary line, and 
this country has the bea+4: of their energy 
and intelligence. 


“KING CHARLES” IN NEW. ‘YORK. 

Poor Mr. Dick was obsessed by the martyr 
King Charles I. Whatever subject Dick 
undertook to write on the execution of the 
King found its way into his composition. 
The New York Evening Post is nearly as 
unfortunate as Mr. Dick.- If it begins an 
editorial about the south African republics, 
the eruption in Martinique, Tammany 
Hall, or Russian fiction, it inevitably winds 
up with some reference to the barbarities 
that are said to be practiced in the Philip- 
pine Islands and the great turpitude of 
the administration in remaining where the 
treaties and laws have placed it and compel 
it to remain, 

If the Evening Post will kindly explain 
how the administration is going to get out 
of the Philippines without some enabling 
act of Congress it will confer an immense 
favor upon its perplexed readers. Instead 
of blaming President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Root for executing the laws of Con- 
gress it might be well for the paper to com- 
pel action by Congress itself, which controls 
the situation. Undoubtedly when the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives pass a 
law relinquishing the contol of the Philip- 
pines the President and his advisers will 
bow to the proper constitutional! authority. 
Meanwhile it is just as well to keep King 
Oharles” in the background. Let us have 
peace occasionally and permission to read 
about something else. It should be recog- 
nized that the President has not usurped 
legislative functions by endeavoring to paci- 
fy the Philippines, and will not abdicate 
his constitutional duties by abandoning the 
Philippines. The United States is in the 
Philippines by the authority of all branches 
of the government—legislative, executive, 
and judicial. It cannot get out of the Phil- 
ippines if it would until some affirmative 
action is taken by Congress. That is a fact 
which is lost sight of occasionally by the 
proponents of King Charles. It should be 
called to mind. : . 
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, STRIKING FOR THE BALLOT. 


The present general strike in Sweden is 
like the recent genera! strike in Belgium. 
proceeds from political more than from 
industriel causes. Also, it is unlike the 
strike in Belgium. It is scheduled to last 
for only a certain length of time. The Bel- 
gians intended to fight to a finish. The 
Swedes intend simply to give a sparring ex- 
hibition. They will strike for three days 


and no longer. They wish to show their op- | 


ponents how strong they are and what they 
could do “an if they would.” They are en- 
gaged in a drill rather than in a battle. 

What they want is an extension of the 
franchise. Both houses of the Riksdag are 

flected by the people. There is no hereditary 
chamber. The Upper House, however, is 
elected indirectly. It is with the Lower 
House that the present strike is concerned. 
There is wide dissatisfaction over the re- 
quirements which a man must meet before 
he can qualify as a Lower House elector. 
As a result of these requirements there were 
in 1901 only 483,000 persons in Sweden who 
could vote for Lower House candidates, 
Now the total population of Sweden is about 
5,000,000. It is evident that the electoral 
laws must be rather stringent when the 
number of voters is less than 9 per cent of 
the total number of persons in the country, | 
The workingmen think that too many of 
them are being deprived of what they call 
a natural right. They believe they ought 
to vote. They know they want to vote. 
Hence the strike. 

The suffrage bill now before the Rikedag 
is really one side of a bargain. Last year 
the people of Sweden consented to 4 reorgan- 
ization of the army on the basis of compul- 
sory service. In return it was understood 
that the ministry would see to it that the 
franchise laws were relaxed. The bill now 
before the Riksdag provides for the relaxing 
that was promised. It will put about 250,000 
more voters on the lists. This is a substan- 
tial concessiom. The people will probably 
have to content themselves with it. It is 
said, however, that they do not regard it as 
in all respects radical enough. Their strike 
ts designed to put a spur in the side of the 
ministry’s intent. 

To the American it will seem that the 
Swede is not asking too much, Countries 
near Sweden have all that the Swede now 
covets. In Belgium the only requirement 
laid upon the voter is that he shall be 25 
years of age. It is true some Belgians have 
more than one vote. It remains true, how- 
ever; that no Belgian is deprived of the bal- 
lot. In Norway the same, or better, condi- 
tions prevail, Every Norwegian citizen who 
has reached the age of 25 is entitled to vote 
for members of the Storthing. It is only 
natural, therefore, that the Swede should 
feel discontented. He is not getting what 
some of his neighbors get. 

Whether the strike turns out to be suc- 
cessful or not, it is at least impressive. The 
spectacle of an army laying down its arms 
is good. The spectacle of a whole nation 
laying down its spades, hammers, wrenches, 
yardsticks, and trowels is better. Even at 
this distance it appeals strongly to the imag- 
ination. The Belgian general strike of 1893 
was successful. The attempted repetition of 
that success in 1902 met with misfortune. 
The Belgians have gone back to work. The 
Swedes will go back tomorrow. The Bel- 
gians gained nothing. The Swedes will gain 
something, though not everything. 


It seems only natural that 
while there are volcanic dis- 
turbances in the West

easion no alarm. It is a little bit different, 
however, with the trouble at Unalaska.

One can hardly be- 
lieve that the eruptions in any part of the 
world of late have been great enough to send 
ashes to any unusual distance, The deposits 
in Unalaska were made before the eruption 
in Martinique. It must be that some volcano 
in northeastern Asia has been roused to ex- 
ceptional activity. It is true that when in 
1883 the Island of Krakatoa was broken to 
pleces by a discharge of volcanic matter the 
ashes were carried all the way around the 
earth and resulted now in a kind of con- 
tinuous twilight and again in sunsets of ex- 


traordinary beauty. It is not known, how —

ever, that previdus to the present Martinique 
disaster there bad been d g the last few 
months any eruption that could have se 
stupendous an effect. The phenomena at 
Unalaska are probably caused by disturb- 
ances purely local. A volcano in Kamchat- 


ka could well send ashes along the Aleutian 


Islands. The way in which Sahara dust 
travels up into Norway proves that. Ik, 
then, there is a renewal of volcanic activity 
in northeastern Asia, the question presents 


itself whether there is any connection de- 


tween the volcanoes of that part of the world 
and the volcanoes of the West Indies. Ifthe 
right answer to this question is the affirma- 
tive, people who are living in the intervening 

istricts are rather directly concerned, If 
the monster forces of the interior of the eartt. 
have a kind of rendezvous from which they 
issie now to this and now to that aperture 
the dangers of a general convulsion are 
largely increased. An earthquake, however, 
is ohe of the things about which one need 
have no fear. It does no good to anticipate 
the thing. When it comes it comes, and 
measures of prevention are yet to be discov- 
ered. Besides, the chances are some thou- 
sands to one against its coming. 


ELECTION OF SENATORS. 

Senator Frye anys he is “ decidedly against 
the election of United States Senators by 
popular vote.” He is unable, he says, to see 
any good reason for a change in the method 
of electing them, or any benefits to be derived 
by any departure the present methods. 
Personal considerations do not influence 
Senator Frye’s judgment. Whatever may 
be the method of election he will continue to 
represent his State. Yet he is aware that 
there is a popular sentiment in favor of a 
changé and that the sentim«nt is not an/evan- 
escent one. It is gaining in strength contin- 
ually. Men who are as sober-minded and 
as conservative as Senator Frye are becom- 
ing converted to the belief that the «lection 
of Senators by the people will do away with 
a harmful anomaly in our political system. 
The House of Representatives has voted 
unanimously for the submission to the States 
of an amendment for the popular election of 
Senators.. This action is significant. ‘Lhe 
House is not made of rash, thoughtless 
men, eager for change for the sake of change. 
There are init men who are as well acquaint- 
ed with the strong and weak points of our 
political institutions as Senator Frye is. 

Under che circumstances the Senator 
should be willing to give the people an oppor- 
tunity to decide whether they favor a change 
in the method of electing*Senators. There 
can be nochange without the concurrence of 
three-fourths of the States. The people are 
so conservative where the national consti- 
tution is concerned that any amendment to 
it which receives the votes of thirty-four 
State Legislatures will represent the delib- 
erate, well-reasoned views of th: people. If 
an amendment providing for the election of 
Senators by the people does not strongly 
commend itself to Americans it will not be 
ratified. In that event Senator Frye car 
safely vote for the submission of the amend- 
ment. If three-fourths of the States are 
prepared to ratify it no Senator has a right 
to bak the wishes of the people.

| BARATCHIA—A UTE INDIAN, 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 


day’s Tribune.“ 


The subject of today’s nature study in 
Tue Trisune is a member of the Ute 
tribe of Indians, the latter having been, in 


troublesome with which the United States 
vernment has ever had to deal. The 
tes have shown their bloodthirstiness and 
treachery so often that the soldiers were 


| compelled to treat them with the utmost 


severity, and it was only until they were 
thoroughly whipped that they came to terms 
and settled down in a peaceful way. 

This tribe is a branch of the eat and 
powerful Shoshonean linguistic stock, the 
ſtepees of which a century ago extended from 

ontana southward to Texas and westward 
to the Pacific Ocean in southern California, 
covering portions of what are now the States 
of Montana; Oregon, Idaho, Wyoming, Ne- 
vada, and Utah. Today, seattered and dis- 
membered, they wander over the western 
territory without a home. Many will be sur- 
prised to learn that the Shoshones are re- 
lated to the Artes of Central America and 
the Indians of Mexico. Linguistic evidence 
clearly indicate the common origin of these 
now dissimilar tribes, which, it is cOfitended 
originally lived together as one family some- 
where between the great lakes and the 
Rocky Mountains on a line with the Da- 
kotas. 
“200 winters ago. - 

The Utes are cousins of the Comanches, 
also known as Snakes, Bannocks, Moguls, 
etc. It is claimed that any one knowing the 
Shoshonean language could travel among the 
Indians from the Columbia River to Duran- 
go, in Mexico. 

When civilization began to move westward 
there was constant war between the Utes and 
fife ploneers, which was carried on with un- 
telenting cruelty by the Indians. Such in- 
stances as the Meeker massacre show this. 
After the destruction of thousands of the 
gavages and the raint of those surviving, 
@ treaty was made with them by the govern- 
ment in 1850. Another was made in 1864, 
and in 1868 they were placed upon a reserva- 
tion, They broke out repeatedly, and in 
1878 some 3,000 were sent to Colorado and 
Utah, where they have since remained in 
comparative peace and quiet, although con- 
stantly threatening to cause trouble. They 
are 1 restless and unfriendly. re- 
senting and resisting all efforts to bring them 
within the pale of civilization. 

According to a Ute myth, the union of the 
coyote and the wolf was the origin of the 
race, and it ig true that the members of the 
tribe possess in an eminent degree the char- 
acteristics of both animals. These Indians 
worship the sun (taab opa) and indulge in 
dances in honor of their deity. The Ute is 
generally tall and well formed; he belongs 
to neither the long nor the Short heads; his 
eyes are horizontal, his nose thin, and color 
rather light. Polygamy is universally prac- 
ti by the men of the tribe, although the 
squaws possess ¢onsiderable influence, hold 
all property, and are the heads of the house- 
hold. The warriors are distinguished for 
théir improvidence and lawlessness, 

In the olden times the Utes were the in- 
weterate enemies of the cliff dwelling In- 
dians of the South, who were industrious 
and not Inclined to war. It is said that the 
cliff dwellers probably clung to their dwell- 
éngs in the rocks in order to escape the raids 
ef the Utes. As long as they were living in 


the mountains the Utes could get at them, 


but when they took refuge among the rocks 
they were comparatively safe. N

TOWER PALACE, one of the most mag- 
nificent and stately country seats, not 
only in England but likewise in all 
Europe, is in the market, and while it

Although best known as the home of the 
last three Dukes of Buckingham and Chan- 
dos, it owes its origin to that Lord Cob- 
ham who was one of the principal Lieuten- 
ants of the first Duke-of Mariborough. In- 
deed, there is a good deal in common between 
Stowe Palace and Blenheim Palace, the crea- 
tion of the first Duke of Marlborough, Stowe 
being decidedly the more magnificent of the 
two. Its facade is a thousand feet long, and 
the area of the buildings alone is enormous. 

Among the features of the place are the 
trees around the so-called Bourbon tower, 
planted by King Louis XVIII, of France, who 
spent much of his exile at Stowe as the guest 
of the first Duke of Buckingham. The second 
Duke entertained the late Queen Victoria 
and the Prince Consort there in the early 
days of the Victorian era, and the place, after 
having been rented tothe late Count of Paris 
from the time of his banishment from France 
until his death, is now in the possession of 
Lady Kinlosa, eldest daughter and heiress 
of the last Duke of Buckingham and 
Chandos, and a peeress in her own right.

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below. Pelee is slow in attaining his su- 
premacy, his base and slope covering almost 
the whole northern end of the island. The 
burning fever in his vitals consumes: the 
giant with a devouring thirst, and to allay 
this craving he herds the soggy clouds about 
the frowning crater and the moisture drips 
into a black cistern that is never filled. 

The inhabitants of Martinique are simple 
in their ways. A franc per day is to thema 
bounty. They have borne their share of the 
burdens of France for so many years that 
the yoke is a part of them, like their arms. 
They are a more muscular race than Cubans 
and Porto Ricans, and have none of the eun- 
ning nor quite the degree of courtesy which 
Spain bequeaths to her torrid children. They 
are childish in th joys, superb in their 
pains—burden-bearers, yet with some saving 
and God-given gtace which preserves them 
from the stolid brutishness of drudgery. 

The most fastidious man or woman could 

ave found no fault with the appearance of 

hitelaw when he went ashore with Gilday 
for the second time. Never in the narrative

rocks, or spreading them out; dazzlin& white, 
to dry: 
Gilday was heartfully sympathetic and his 
own imagined grievances were submerged 
for the moment beneath the wrongs done 
these poor women, who had to carry killing 
weights upon their heads and wash in kill- 
ing sunshine—while the men on the pave- 
ment above smoked long, slim cigars and 
misséd not one of the admirable contours 
nor charming glances of the creatures in the 
river.

MYSTERY IN GIRL’S ABDUCTION. 


Selma Ringberg to Her Home 
After Being Stolen, gged, and 
Sent to Insane Asylum. 


Tacoma, Wash., May 18.—[Special.]—Selma 
Ringberg, formerly a telephone girl, is now 
at the home of her stepmother, Mrs. Anna 
Ringberg of Carver, Minn., after a month 
of strange, experiences.

You sey: It is impossible to imagine 
any device by which the amount of water,between 
the ridge the Rockies and the bed of the Missis- 
sippi co be increased; 
whether used in irrigation or not, and the wind 
absorbs all of it that is capable of absorption. Ir- 
rigation would not increase the evaporation to 
any noticeable extent and would not have any 
noticeable effect upon the rainfall of IIlinois.“ 

I think this statement is rather too sweeping. 
Irrigation Will, as a matter of fact, in a very im- 
portant sense increase the amount of water be- 
tween the ridge of the Rocky Mountains and the 
Mississippi Valley. It will also increase the 
evaporation. At the present time four-fifths of 
all the moisture Which falls between the ridge of 


water is there, 


Rocky Mountains and the Mississippi River 
Ws dowh the streams and out of the country 


in the winter end during the spring floods, when 
there is comparatively little evaporation. A sys- 
tem of storage reservoirs and of irrigation which 
would largely conserve the waters which now run 
to waste in the winter and in the spring and 
spread this water upon the lands in the months 
of May, June, July, and August would immeas- 
ureably increase the amount of evaporation, which 
would occur in these months. While it is entirely 
a matter of spéculation, how much the climate of 
Illinois would be affected by the increase of 
humidity and eVaporation between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Mississippi, brought about by 
the utilization of thé waters which now flow 
down the Mississippi in vast quantities in flood 
periods, still it is fair to suppose that this largely 
increased evaporation would greatly affect the 
climate for at least à Considerable distance east 
of the trrigated region and probably the 
climate of iINinois. The wonderful éffect 
which even a small area of irrigated lands have 
in tending to temper the hot winds has been 
brought forcibly to the attention of all who have 
traveled in the arid region where a sudden soften- 
ing of a scorching wind and a lowering of the 
tempe 
an irrigated tract to the traveler when miles dis- 
tant. The development of the irrigation si- 
bilities of the arid region east of ocky 
Mountains would increase the evaporation of that 
region at least two or three-fold. This much in- 
crease would certainly affect the climate of a 
considerable area of country.
